OBITUARY.

Hon. Mowes F. Odaell,

Moses Fowler Odell; Naval Officér at Now
York, died at halepast 12 yesterday, siier a long
and torturing {liness, which he bore wita manly
and Chrstign tortitude,

Mr. Odell, whoee hiabit, during the war, while
he was a member of Congrese, of constantly
vigiting the hospitals, and m other ways per.
gsonally caring for the welinre and comfort of
the eoldiers around Washington, has endeared
his name to men in every part of the country,
was born in Tarrylown, N. Y., Febroary 24,
1818, His parents removed to New York while
he was etill a youth, and here he réceived o
comn.on school education, and nl an early age
entered the Custom House ns o clerk,

By diligence and laithiolnces he rose from
place to place of trust, untll he became Assjat
ant Collector, during the adminisitat'on of Pre.
gident Polk. His conduet of the afairs of the
Custom Houge won for him the regard of his
fellow-cltizens. He had a clear head, nnd counld
unravel the ntneacles of tariils as lew who
wave Lheld the oflice could do. He became so
indispensable in the Custom Hoase that he was
retnined in the place of Assistant Collector
under severnl Collectors, )

During the ndmigistration of Mr., Buchanan
Mr. Odell held *lie post of Pablic Appraiser at
New York, In 18060 he was elected o Congres
to represent the Urooklyn distiict. In April,
1801, he made one of the tirst war speeches in
his distriet, and used hi¢ infuence among his
paity with all his might to secare their suppert
ol the war for the Union, He helped to rai=e
the (amone 1ith Regiment of Brooklyn,

His speeches and conduct at home gave him

the conbdence of the Unionists, In the extra
segrions of Jule, 1361, when he frst tod i
refite He wae the leader of the War Democrats;
and he was placed, when it was lormed, upon
the Committee on the Conduet of the War, ont
ot the most important in that Congiess,

He was re-olected to Congiess, and would
have bLeen clected for athird terio had he not

declingl to serve,

ZICES;

He spoge but seldem in Con-
but served fithiully on the committees
of which he was n member: and was conszplouon
for s zeal aud care to the welfare of the sol.
olers e the armies and in the hospitnls, 1t is
believed that the seeds ol his tllpess were
contracied by exposure on the battle-ield ol
Fulr Oaks, whither he bad gone 1o help eare for
the wounded, and in the hozpital skips on the
river,

Mr. Odell was a warm aud trusted friend
Mr. Lincoln, who valued very lighly his oublic
sorvices and disinterested character, He wa
aleo on the most intimate friendly terms with
Mr., Johnson, who eerved durling one session
with biw, oo the Commitles on the Conduct ol
the Wur. When My, Johngon became President
he appointed Mr. Odell Naval Officer, a post
which he was in  every way quaiitied by expes
rience and trainine to il to the s#tistaction of
the merchiants and the Governticnt,

Bouvjnmin MifMio,

Benigmin Mullin, who was yesierday con-
signed 10 the grave, was a gentlemun well
Enown to thousands of our citlzens, and esp
vially to the mewbers connected with the news-
paper press of Philadelphis, Early in lite he
wis associgtod with the Ion. Simon Cameron
in publighing the Doylestown Denocrat, ln
1826 he commenced business in Philadelphia,
with Mr. R, Priry, book printer, When the
Weekly Pennsyloonian was slarted, about the
commencement of the struggle between Andrew
Jackson and the United States Bank, Mr. Miiflin
brenme associated with the paper. Joseph C,
Neal, author of the fumouns **Charconl Sketehes,”
was editor ol the Pennsy vanian at the time. In
1432 the publishers were induced to issue adnlly
in suppart of President Jackson,

About the year 1844 Mr, Mifllin retired from
the Pennsylvanian, being succeededa by A, Boyd
Hamilton, Keq., and shortly afterwards he started
Neat's Saturday Gazetle, o weckly paper which
achieved great succezs, and was knosn and
songht atter the Union over. Mr. Mifflin was a
iman of genial feeling, and wus universnlly re-
spected by all who knew bhim, He was among
thote who nssisted to make the reputation ol
Philadelphit journalists—p reputnt on which
has beeén telt throughout the entire Unlon,. His
tuneral was altendel by & large number of per-
sonal iriends, together with the members of
Itising Btlar Lodge, A, Y, M., aud Piladeiphia
Typogr aputcs Soctety, of both of swhiob hoe was
an old and highly respected member.
